EXCESSIVE POWER SMOTHERS FREEDOM 
It is free man’s duty to stand guard against 
every 
attempt by the forces of organized 
tyranny to expand. 
To carry out this duty 
and to preserve our liberties, it is necessary 
for the free citizen to watch warily 
every 
government, including his own, because every 
government bears within itself the seeds 
of 
tyranny. 
There are many well-meaning people today 
who are 
shocked at the thought that 
free 
Americans should keep a close eye on their 
government. 
Distrust of government was commonplace when 
America was born; it was written into our Bill 
of Rights. 
It arose from hard experience with 
the wiles of tyranny and the nature of man. 
A great deal of history could be written in 
terms of the reasons men have given to justify 
giving more power to government and the re­ 
sults of this growing power in use. 
The protection of life, liberty and property 
is government’s sole mandate. That protection 
is achieved in three basic ways: 
first, by 
armec forces to protect national sovereignty; 
second, by police to defend the citizen against 
criminals among his own 
people; third, 
by 
courts of law 
which settle disputes among 
citizens. 
Since the beginning of governments, men have 
been beguiled by the enormous possibilities 
for greater power arising out of government’s 
monopoly on the use of force. 
These opportunities for power were quickly 
seen in the absolute monarchies in which the 
king was a ruler and a god. The absolute power 
he demanded could not be justified in 
the 
person of a mere man; the king had to claim 
divinity in order to get it. 
This was the first 
of the false justifications for almighty govern­ 
ment power. It worked for thousands of years. 
Two hundred years ago, the general 
revolt 
against the power of kings began. 
Our own 
American 
Revolution 
was a 
great uprising 
against the power of monarchy. 
Its success 
was so complete it seemed final victory had 
been won over the menace of government power; 
that future generations would need to 
fear 
only foreign invaders. 
However, the wisest of our early leaders - 
Washington, 
Jefferson, 
Adams, 
Franklin - 
warned against this easy optimism. The threat 
to Freedom in every land, they said was per­ 
petual. 
They were tragically correct. The 20th Cen­ 
tury developed a new justification for govern­ 
ment power. 
This new justification is forced 
government benevolence. 
The people, it said, 
cannot care well enough for themselves. The 
government must step in to help them, using 
whatever power may be necessary to that end. 
The new, 20th Century argument for unlimited 
government power would not have fooled Ameri­ 
ca’s founders for a minute. It would 
not fool 
us today if it were not accompanied with the 
idea that we no longer need to distrust govern­ 
ment, because it is in the hands of the people. 
We cannot afford to assume that government, 
with its monopoly of force, will always respect 
our rights and our liberties, unless we are 
ready and eager to defend them. 
The more 
opportunities we give government to abuse its 
powers, the more likely it is that our liberties 
will be destroyed. 
We hope and may even ex­ 
pect that we will always have good men in our 
government. 
But no man is above all tempta­ 
tion: and government power is one of the 


greatest temptations. 
It is sometimes said that modern government 
is too complex and theoretical for the average 
American to understand. 
This was not true 
in 1776. 
Every town 
hall was filled with 
debates among ordinary Americans on the basic 
principles of government. 
The basic truths then are still true today. 
The purpose of government is not rule, but 
protection of life, liberty and property; and the 
use of force is a necessary evil to achieve that 
purpose and no other. 
Much of the excessive power residing in the 
federal government emanates from the re­ 
linquishing of responsibilities on the part of 
individual 
states and the citizens of 
those 
states* 
This concession of responsibility and 
resultant increase of government powers oc­ 
curs when states and their citizens refuse to 
solve local problems on the local level. 
In­ 
stead, 
they look to Washington as the great 
unraveler of all problems. 
Government is growing. 
Its mushrooming 
has been so spectacular that we are hardly 
able to comprehend what has happened. 
To­ 
day, more than ever, we need Americans who 
are willing to make sacrifices in the name of 
Freedom and to reevaluate our government in 
the light of the principles of individual re­ 
sponsibility.

$20,000 FOR THE STUDY OF COCKROACHES 
Rep. Richard L. Roudebush (R-Ind.) has called 
attention to some of the “absurd and far afield” 
grants and federal aid programs in the John­ 
son’s Administration. The Congressman says 
that “all of these programs, of course have some 
merit and are of interest to some, but we 
should insist at a time when we are involved 
in a major war, with 50,000 casualties suffered 
thus far, and our economy far from solid, that 
spending only for priority items be tolerated.” 
Roudebush said that in the past few weeks and 
days the administration has approved such items 
as; 


- “A $20,600 research grant by the National 
Science Foundation for the study of German cock­ 
roaches. 
- “ $10,000 to study phases of Chinese life from 
the 14th to 17th centuries. 
- “$8,789 for the study of comic strips. 
- “ $12,650 for research on the contributions 
of * ‘popular” literature to the creation and main­ 
tenance of important American myths and tradi­ 
tions. 
- “ $5,000 to study British and French fur trade 
between 1770 and 1820. 
- “ 10,000 to study medieval canon law. 
- “ $17,205 for excavation in Winchester, Eng­ 
land. 
- “ $15,000 for preparation of a dictionary of 
popular beliefs and superstitions, in the. field 
of folklore, magic and witchcraft. (Maybe they 
can find some magic way for the taxpayer to 
finance looney government projects such as this.) 
- “ $10,000 to microfilm manuscripts written in 
European monasteries before 1600. 
- “ $30,000 to 
catalogue manuscripts 
from 
Russia, Hungary and Poland. 
- “ $21,500 for a list of French prose and fiction 
from 1700 to 1750. 
- “$18,800 for paper entitled, “Did Edmund 
Burke Write the 18th Century Journal, The An­ 
nual Register?” 
- “ $13,800 for an index to Victorian periodi­ 
cals from 1824 to 1900. 
- “ $16,600 for a study on the political thought 
of William of Ockham, 14th century theologist 
and philosopher. 
“$5,000 for the study of the world views 
and life ways of the Guajiro Indians 
of the 
Guajiro peninsula in Columbia and Venezuela.

those

“ good old days?** 
Looked 
at 
honestly, they 
presented quite an ordeal of 
survival. The big wonder is that 
anyone lived to tell their tale. 
The good old days were really 
better for germs than for peo­ 
ple, 
Tuberculosis and pneu­ 
monia and the infectious dis­ 
eases of childhood cut short the 
journey of life more effectively 
than heart attacks and cancer 
do now. 
Was life really more sterling 
in any previous generation? In 
those good old days when: 
The farm vote controlled the 
politics of the nation. 
Everything had to be done by 
hand. Rugs were beaten by 
hand. Cars and telephones were 
cranked by hand. Lawns were 
cut by the power of the two- 
hand push. 
Kids spent most of their time 
between November and April 
scratching the Itchiness caused 
by wearing long woolen under­ 
wear. 
If a youngster got caught in 
even an Innocent fib or said a 
bad word out loud, he was im- 
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mediately grabbed by the ear 
and had his mouth washed out 
with yellow laundry soap. This 
custom was so prevalent that, if 
you look closely at any man 
over 60 today, the odds are that 
you will find one of his ear lobes 
is longer than the other. 
Orange juice was never taken 
for its flavor or vitamin value. 
It most generally served as a 
camouflage for the unutterable 
taste of castor oil. 


There were more mules than 
motor cars in America, and the 
roads were built for mules, not 
wheels — dusty in summer, 
mud-rutted in spring and au­ 
tumn, snow-covered in winter. 
Everybody talked about the 
weather then but did little about 
it, because air-conditioning was 
only a dream.

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DRAMA. AT STRATFORD 
Sign of Vast Aerospace 
Na­ 
tional Crisis Seen in Obscure 
But Critical je t Strike 
STRATFORD, Conn.— Not far 
from the Shakespearean stage 
here, 
virtually unnoticed by 
the public, there is a drama 
far too proletarian for 
any 
bard’s boards. 
In a factory here, thousands 
of young union people make 
strange mechanisms of war: 
motors for fixed-wing planes 
to spot the enemy; 
constant 
speed units for dive bombers 
to kill that foe; T-53 gas tur­ 
bine engines with no afterburn 
for giant helicopters designed 
either to pursue the V.C. or 
to bring back our dead 
and 
wounded; and strange missile 
components for possibly even 
deadlier moments. 


Without this outpouring from 
this AVCO plant our fighting 
would falter, says the Penta­ 
gon. Though the men and wom­

WASHINGTON - The Senate 
Ethics Committee, in its pain­ 
ful duty of disciplining a fellow 
member 
of the club, is now 
straining at a gnat while swal­ 
lowing the camel. 
It is minimizing the most im­ 
portant, though most compli­ 
cated transgression- of 
Sen. 
Thomas J. Dodd — namely, us­ 
ing his position as a member 
of the Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee to influence 
American foreign policy in re­ 
turn for profit. 
Under the Constitution, for­ 
eign policy is conducted by the 
President with the “ Advice and 
Consent” of the senate. And 
the senate has been extreme­ 
ly zealous, even irate, when the 
President has not advised, con­ 
sulted, or even kowtowed to it. 
Yet the 
senior senator from 
Connecticut 
prosituted 
his 
high position as a member of 
the 
elite 
foreign relations 
committee by serving as an 
errand boy for a paid German 
agent. 
Furthermore, he worked for 
one of the most notorious for­ 
eign agents in the United States, 
Gen. Julius 
Klein, the well 
known 
Chicago publicity man 
and influence peddler, who was 
bent cm steering U.S.policy, 
not in the channel where the 
President wanted it but where 
Klein wanted it. 
This was far more impor­ 
tant than Dodd's double-bill­ 
ing 
for airplane travel, his 
money 
spent cm liquor, fam­ 
ily vacations, 
repairing his 
country home, a daughter's wed­ 
ding, and his manipulation of 
testimonial dinners. 
PEACE OR WAR? 
The above are all deplorable. 
However, they are easy for 
the public to understand. 
But 
even $170,000 
euchered out 
campaign 
funds which the pub­ 
lic can understand is peanuts 
compared with the question of 
peace or war. It's also peanuts 
compared with the amount 
of 
money poured into the Uhited 
States 
every year by West 
German industrialists through 
Gen. Julius Klein to mold Amer­ 
ican foreign policy. Klein was 
paid $150,000 a year compared 
with Dodd's profit of $170,000 
over four years. 
Klein 
saw to it that in every 
major election the money rolled 
in to support senators who could 
do later what West Germany 
wanted. Both the German 
in­ 
dustrialists and 
the German 
government watched the Amer­ 
ican election returns 
more 
carefully than they watched the 
summer maneuvers of the Red 
army. 
In 1960, they bet heavily on 
Nixon by contributing to Re­ 
publican candidates. Then, dur­ 
ing the last three weeks, they 
began hedging their bets. Fig­ 
uring Kennedy was going to win, 
they began fUnneiing money to 
support him. Much of 
this 
money was handled by the fast- 
talking Gen. Jtilius Klein. 
Klein Is a Republican, but he 
had also endeared himself to 
various Democrats through the 
simple technique 
of persis­ 
tency — and cash. He used to 
get on the telephone, and In 
his usual semi • mysterious 
maimer, ask: “is it all right 
for me to talk over the tele­ 


phone?” then he would proceed 
to tick off his contributions. 
“ I put $500 on senator so and 
so. I put $500 behind Senator 
Blank. You can have more when­ 
ever you need it.” 
But what he did not say was 
that he was recording their con­ 
versation three 
ways •• two 
on tape, 
one on a disc. He 
wanted an airtight record of 
his contributions 
to be used 
on pay - off day. 
KLEIN PATSY 
But Tom Dodd was the best 
of all senate patsies. First he 
was a member of the foreign 
relations committee. Second he 
had been a war crimes prosecu­ 
tor of the Nazis 
at Nurem­ 
berg. Third, he was the most 
active member of the Senate 
Internal Security Committee 
with the power to subpoena and 
cross • examine alleged Com­ 
munists and thus emphasize the 
alleged Communist danger to 
Germany. 
The service which Sen. Dodd 
rendered to his friend and bene­ 
factor Julius Klein was 
not 
merely that of going to West 
Germany 
to rescue Klein's 
publicity fees after the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
investigated them. Far more 
important, the Dodd - Klein 
Axis was able to keep Ameri­ 
can foreign policy on a course 
of retaining U.S. troops in Ger­ 
many, worrying about Red army 
aggression and building 
up 
German armament long after 
this policy was up for official 
revision. 
Sen. Mike 
Mansfield, t h e 
Democratic 
leader, for in­ 
stance, has made speech after 
speech urging that U. S. troops 
be curtailed in Germany. This, 
however, went directly contrary 
to the Klein policy, because his 
big West Germany industrial 
clients wanted big armament. 
So the Klein policy won out. 
Only this month are we begin­ 
ning to bring home 
a token 
number of troops. 
President 
Johnson advised 
the editor of Quick Magazine 
in the spring of 1964 that Ger- 
many should allay Russian sus­ 
picions, try to secure Russian 
cooperation. The late Chancel­ 
lor Adenauer advised the same 
thing one year later. 
But 
the Klein policy was 
just the opposite. He was paid 
$150,000 a year to keep sus­ 
picion stirred up between Rus­ 
sian and 
Germany. And his 
senate 
missions, led by Tom 
Dodd, helped him do it. 
As of today, President John­ 
son has completely 
changed 
American foreign policy. He 
is trying to build bridges be­ 
tween 
East and West. He be­ 
lieves that the 
chief hope tor 
world peace Is cooperation be­ 
tween the world's two greatest 
nuclear powers - the USA and 
USSR. He is trying to persuade 
Germany to sign a treaty to pre­ 
vent 
the proliferation of Nu­ 
clear weapons, but Germany 
is one of the nations which are 
now blocking agreement. 
So it looks as if the old seeds 
of suspicions 
and non- coop­ 
eration, which Tom Dodd and 
Gen. Julius Klein sowed 
so 
successfully, were still grow­ 
ing and cannot be killed over- 
night.

THE ART OF SALAD MAKING 
With the approaching season 
of fresh vegetables 
and rea­ 
sonable prices for them in 
the markets, we can look for­ 
ward to many attractive salads. 
Fresh crisp greens are nec­ 
essary for salad making suc­ 
cess. 
Select 
the best quality 
available, clean and refriger­ 
ate them as soon as possible. 
Remove 
any 
wilted parts 
from salad greens, then wash 
well in lukewarm water. No, it 
won't wilt them and is best 
for thorough cleaning. 
After 
washing, drain and pat 
dry. 
Greens must 
be 
thoroughly 
dry for attractive salads. 
To separate head lettuce into 
cups, cut out the core and hold 
the opening under cold running 
water until the 
leaves 
are 
forced apart. 
Store cleaned salad greens in_ 
the 
refrigerator 
vegetable 
crisper or plastic bag to chill 
and crisp. 
Wash parsley, 
watercress, 
or mint as directed above, but 
store in a tightly 
covered 
container. 
For a more interesting tex­ 
ture and appearance, tear the 
salad greens

pieces. 
Do not put salt or salad dress­ 
ing on a salad until just before 
serving.

JEFFERSON CITY - The De­ 
partment of Conservation 
is 
now accepting orders for fish 
for stocking in private farm 
ponds. 
The deadline for fish appli­ 
cations is July 15, but the de­ 
partment said it would like to 
have all applications in 
as 
early as possible. 
Application forms may be ob­ 
tained from conservation agents 
and from county extension di­ 
rectors. Conservation 
agents 
will inspect the ponds before the 
applications are approved. 
Ponds to be stocked must be 
at least eight feet deep, must 
be 
fenced 
against livestock, 
must be fed by an 
approved 
watershed, and must 
contain 
no other fish. 
The proper ratios for stocking 
the three kinds of fish avail­ 
able are 100 bass, 500 bluegill 
and 50 channel catfish per acre 
of water. If bass are ordered, 
bluegill are recommended 
to 
provide food for the bass as 
well as additional fishing. 
Pond designs and information 
about building and 
stocking 
farm ponds are contained in a 
booklet, "Ponds For Fish and 
W ildlife," published by

of Conservation. 
The booklet is available

spiritual and the material. 
Even today - a century after 
their bigoted 
neighbors 
had 
nullified the concert of freedom 
to worship - they cling to their 
code of conduct and their mode 
of industry - from their Ta­ 
bernacle at Salt 
Lake 
City 
comes one of the most inspir­ 
ing religious programs to be 
found on the radio (aired every 
Sunday morning in 
Memphis 
over WREC). 
Richard 
Evans always pre­ 
sents a short message of truth; 
Alexander Schreiner’s 
music 
on the great 
Salt Lake City 
organ is at its 
best when he 
plays Bach. 
After 
all, Bach 
was the greatest 
composer of 
sacred music. 
As in the case of many other 
religions, internal 
dissension 
brought about schism between 
two powerful factions and pro­ 
duced bitterness as 
intense 
as their suffering under perse­ 
cution had been. 
Moreover, 
once the corporate 
or “ polit­ 
ical” Mor monism 
had 
be­ 
come established on the shores 
of Great Salt Lake, some 
of 
the more rigidly orthodox be­ 
came as intolerant 
of “ gen­ 
tiles” as the persecutors 
in 
New York State, 
Ohio 
and 
Illinois had been against them. 
By 1846, 
“ corporate 
Mor- 
monism” in Nauvoo was ended, 
and several sects 
sprung up; 
on the one hand there 
were 
those who favored the “ corpor­ 
ate” or “ political” structure 
as it had been expressed in the 
village of Nauvoo; on the other 
hand there were 
those 
who 
wished for a simpler 
more 
orthodox manifestation of the 
faith. 
The death of Joseph 
Smith 
in l^Mmed dissolved bonds of 
peri 
ma 
thority easier; and the break 
up of .corporate 
Mormon so 


ciety 
in Illinois 
assured the 
division within the church. The 
largest group followed Brig­ 
ham Young to Utah and founded 
another 
corporate 
society 
that dwarfed the one launched 
in Illinois. The 
others, cast 
in dissenters' roles, 
drifted 
for years without strong sense 
of leadership or identity. 
Yet we in the Mid-South know 
Saints; they have churches in 
Memphis; paired young 
mis­ 
sionaries have 
painted houses 
and built 
barns 
and worked 
crops 
for 
subsistence wages 
while 
preaching their gosepl 
in this 
region, and 
on 
the 
whole 
we have found them to 
be dedicated men reflecting a 
high degree of integrity. 
It is of note also that 
the 
Mormons, whether in Utah or 
elsewhere, insist on caring for 
their own poor; for the most part 
they 
are thrifty, industrious 
solvent people, 
and prefer to 
do for themselves rather than 
ask others to do for them. 
The story of those Mormons, 
trekking across half 
a 
con­ 
tinent a century ago, and bring­ 
ing life to land that had been 
dead, is one of the most 
in­ 
spiring stories of all time, and 
it deserved to be made into a 
great American opera. 
How 
fortunate that in Mem­ 
phis we shall hear the 
world 
premiere 
of “ Deseret,” 
by 
Leonard Kastle and Anne Ho­ 
ward Bailey,

spective 
employe, 
voted 
“yes.” 
Anderson said article VII, 
section 6 of the constitution of 
Missouri provides that 
any 
public officer or employe who 
appoints or employs a rela­ 
tive shall forfeit his office. 
Anderson said It will be seen 
from the reading of Missouri 
law that a director of a school 
board, who casts a vote In 
favor of hiring an individual, 
to whom be is related vio­ 
lates the 
restrictions 
con­ 
tained in the 
constitutional 
provision. 
He said under the law of this 
state and the provisions of the 
constitution, the director's ac­ 
tion In voting in favor of the 
hiring of his relative is an ex­ 
press and positive action and 
hence constitutes a violation, 
and would become subject to 
ouster.

There is an old saying, up here 
in the hills, that by April a man 
has earned spring. 
He has 
bought and paid for it by putting 
up with a New England winter. 
We seldom make much fuss 
about the price though there 
are days, along in late Feb­ 
ruary and early March, when 
we wonder if there shouldn't 
be a slight discount, the way 
there used to be when one paid 
cash for a car. 
But we have made our deal 
and we stick to it, and finally 
we get spring, clear and paid 
for, and we can walk out across 
our pastureland and our fields 
and know we are square with 
the world and the year. 
It 
is a good feeling. 
Spring, of course, is not all 
April showers and blue skies 
and flocks of robins fresh from 
the South and shouting “Halle­ 
lujah!” 
Sometimes it is the 
peepers yelping loudly in the 
bog land one warm afternoon and 
ice on the pools and snow in 
the air the next morning. But 
it is the knowledge, the cer­ 
tainty, that the snow won't stay 
on the ground very long and the 
peepers will be out again by the 
end of the week, celebrating 
life and hollering for mates. 
It is more daylight than dark­ 
ness for the first time since 
Thanksgiving, and the daylight 
lengthening day by day. 
Maybe those scientists 
are 
right. 
With so much of the 
country now urbanized, maybe 
we can no longer afford win­ 
ter. 
But that crisis is past, for this 
year at least. It is spring, bj 
the calendar and the almanac 
and even by the sun, and wt 
probably won't have any more 
paralyzing snowstorms, for an­ 
other eight or nine months. The 
next thing on the schedule 
is 
floods. 
With water shortages 
all over the Northeast, and else­ 
where, the melting snow and the 
spring rains will run off all the 
parking fields and shopping cen­ 
ters and super-highways and all 
the stripped and bulldozed hill­ 
sides and go boiling down the 
streams to the sea instead of 
soaking 
into the ground and 
filling the reservoirs. By June 
and July we hear the cries of 
thirst and water shortage again. 
If it isn't one thing, it’s some­ 
thing else. Winter is too cold 
and too snowy. Summer is too 
hot and too dry. 
Maybe we 
can’t afford summer either. 
But summer is coming, sure 
as sunrise. With April here, 
there will be no stopping May. 
Pussy willows are out and be­ 
ginning to show traces of yellow 
pollen on their silvery fur. The 
red osier stems are blood-red 


and the weeping willow 
withes 
look as though they were pulsing 
with clover honey. A big block 
of migrant robins was in my 
home pasture the other morning 
and the red-wing blackbirds 
have been o-ka-leeing in 
the 
trees along the river the past 
two weeks. 
I saw a woodchuck last week. 
I wanted to ask him where lie 
was on Candlemas Day, but 
he wasn’t in the mood for an 
interview. 
I know what 
his 
answer would have been, though; 
“ Are you kidding?” 
That old marmot, who has been 
using the same den for the past 
five years, has his own solution 
for 
winter. 
His ancestors 
worked it out, eons ago. 
He 
goes to sleep and ignores it. 
Why anyone ever started the 
rumor that the woodchuck would 
have anything worth listening 
to to say about winter is be­ 
yond 
me. 
About spring and 
summer, yes, and even about 
fall. If Groundhog Day came in 
October and forecast the tie- 
ginning rather than the end of 
winter, I might put some cre­ 
dence in it. In February he is 
almost 
as 
comatose 
as a 
steamed clam. 
But when I saw him the other 
day he was fully alive and look­ 
ing for food. 
The air waf 
balmy, the sky was blue as a 
blonde baby’s eyes, and 
a 
pileated 
w o o d p e c k e r was 
pounding out a lovesong on 
a 
dead popple up in the woods. 
Millstone brook was chattering, 
a patch of celandine was green 
as grass, and the pasture grass 
was beginning to show first 
signs of life at the root. 
Here in the dooryard the pur­ 
ple crocuses were in bloom - 
the field mice seem to 
have 
found and eaten all the yellow 
ones, though how they can sort 
them out by color by tasting 
the corms is beyond me - and 
the first hungry bees 
were 
swarming all over them. Chick­ 
adees that mobbed me a month 
ago, 
begging for sunflower 
seeds, were flitting about the 
top twigs of the apple 
trees 
twittering like lovesick swains, 
which half of them no doubt 
were. 
I went out to the 
vegetable 
garden plot and got a fork to see 
if the frost was out of 
the 
ground, if I could open up a row 
for early peas. 
In the open 
there was a flinty layer 
of 
frost a few inches down, but 
where I had dumped leaves from 
the maples last Ociober, to work 
into the soil this spring, 
the 
fork went down easily. Leaves 
make a good insulator. 
It 
wasn’t where I wanted to plant 
the peas, but I turned over a 
few forkfuls just to smell the 
soil. 


Outi.indors may come to the 
country for fun and exercise, 
but even we who live here the 
year around have our time of 
pleasure and enduring satis­ 
faction. 
Particularly in 
the 
spring, 
when we 
have 
that 
feeling of well-being at having 
bought and paid for such a sea­ 
son. 
Maybe in time the out- 
ianders will begin to under­ 
stand that, too. 
I went back to my car, to go 
on in to town, but before I got 
in I heard a song sparrow fairly 
bursting his throat in a big 
elm across the road. 
I stood 
there in the rail and listened, 
and felt like singing myself.

Postage Rates 


Go U p Monday 


An increase in international 
surface and airmail rates will 
go into effect Monday acting 
Postmaster Ewart Taylor an­ 
nounced today. 
The new rates will not apply 
to mailings for members of the 
armed forces overseas. Do­ 
mestic postage rates are ap­ 
plicable 
to mail 
addressed 
through APO»s and FPCys. 
The rate Increases 
for both 
surface and airmail -- aver­ 
aging 1 per cent were con­ 
firmed March 1. The depart­ 
ment explained that they were 
needed to help offset a deficit 
of $16 million in international 
mail operations. 
Information on the new rates 
can be obtained from the ser­ 
vice window at the post of­ 
fice, Postmaster Taylor said. 
This will be the first general 
increase in international rates 
since July of 1961. 
The increases are: 
Airmail letters to 
Central 
America and Caribbean area 
from 13 cents a half ounce to 
15 cents. 
Airmail to the rest of 
the 
Western 
Hemisphere 
re­ 
mains 15 cents a half ounce, 
except for Canada and Mexi­ 
co. 
Airmail to Europe and Medi­ 
terranean Africa from 15 cents 
a half ounce to 20 cents. 
Airmail letter rates to the rest 
of the world remain unchanged 
at 25 cents a half ounce. 
Aerogrammes and air post 
cards increased 2 cents each 
from 11 cents to 13 cents small 
packages, books, periodicals 
and other printed matter in­ 
creased 10 cents per piece to 
all countries except Canada. 
Most letters going by surface 
transportation to all nations 


(excluding Canada and Mexico 
increased from 11 cents to 13 
cents. Post Cards raised from 
7 cents to 8 cents. 
Most printed matter, including 
publications, increased 
one 
cent apiece. For second class 
publications to Canada only, the 
one cent increase will be de­ 
ferred for six months to be­ 
come effective Nov. 1. 
The 
present bundling rate, which 
permits postage to be computed 
on the bulk weight of packages 
of publications addressed to 
Canadian post offices, will re­ 
man In effect until Nov. 1, 
1968 when it will be discontin­ 
ued. 
Surface parcel post rates to 
all nations increased 20 cents a 
parcel, an average of 7 percent. 
Postage rates for surface first 
class letters and air letters 
and surface 3rd class type 
printed matter to Canada and 
Mexico correspond to U.S. do­ 
mestic rates, which are set by 
the Congress, and are not be­ 
ing changed.

Lightest 
Mexico 


By John Abney 
Chapala, Mexico - About 10 
miles west of this lake shore 
town ts the village of San Juan 
Cosala. San Juan has a repu­ 
tation for catching small fish 
and being a town that Isn't. 
There are no public buildings 
in the little place because It 
is part of the municipality of 
Jocotepec, farther west. 
San Juan has a population of 
around 3,000. But it has some 
luxurious homes that belong 
to wealthy Mexican families 
who visit on weekends 
or 
during vacations. 
A town that Is purely resi­ 
dential except for the charal 
fishing and the termal health 
springs. 
In the early morning hours 
the San Juan Cosala fishermen 
take their big fiber nets 
to 
Lake Chapala and bring in loads 
of charals. This being a tiny 
fish about the size of an an­ 
chovy. 
And you probably eat 
them dried with your 
beer 
around this region. 
The jiUions of charals 
are 
spread on the ground, generally 
beside the highway, to dry. 
The fishermen lay them in piles 
a foot or so wide and yards and 
yards long to dry. 
Automobiles sometimes run 
over the fish piles. And some­ 
times burros tread cautiously 
on them walking beside the road. 
This is an industry said to 
date back to before the time 
of the Spaniards. 
It takes four men to operate 
a net. Sometimes they string 
it just offshore from a canoe 
and pull it in by hand. Other 
times they go farther out and 
haul the nets in with 
canoe 
power. 
But the little fish are always 
there. 
And you find a 
big 
commercial demand for them. 
I imagine the Spaniards ate 
them when they came to this 
region and planted the flag on 
a hill top. in the King's name. 
“Son,** the Spanish captain 
no doubt told the boss fisher­ 
man, “bring us around a few 
trays of those tasty little dried 
fish and you might include some 
cold 
beer. 
We have had a 
rough walk out here 
from 
Guadalajara/* 
Then the Spaniards hung their 
armor on some bushes and took 
a dip in the thermal springs. 
There is a newly opened spa 
on the eastern side of 
San 
Juan Cosala. It pours hot water 
into a large swimming pool 
and fills several soaking tubs 
for visitors. 
Admission is 64 cents 
for 
adults and 32 for children. They 
are planning a hotel for the 
near future. 
A teiyace bar 
* JPtf JBOdejn drawing» rooms 
, have been built. 
........ 
This is in the heart of re­ 
tirement country for 
this 
region. 
Chapala js a 
big 
lake (65 miles long and about 
20 miles wide) with a number 
of gorgeous little towns around 
its shores. 
The town of Chapala has an 
American Legion post 
num­ 
bering 
about 200 members. 
Drug stores, food 
markets 
and golf courses. An Ameri­ 


can Society flourishes here. 
The retirees live in the vil­ 
lages along the lake 
shore 
and make Chapala their head­ 
quarters. 
I would venture a 
guess that San Juan Cosala 
will grow and pick up a 
fair 
size retired population. 
The village is old and quiet. 
But you can sit and look at 
the bougainvillea, cedar, palm, 
mango, papays, banana and avo­ 
cado trees and listen to the 
birds sing. 
And of course eat piles 
of 
charal. 
Some that have been 
walked 
on and some 
that 
haven't. 
Hiat Is the 
chief 
industry around here although 
the hot springs are coming up 
fast.

Thomason stated that he did

O E O head­ 
quarters in Kansas City 
to 
determine how the county group 
can withdraw from thesix-coun- 
ty organization and still main­ 
tain its local programs. 
The withdrawal from DAEOC 
was first considered several 
months ago but no official men­ 
tion of it was made until this 
week. The Kennett representa­ 
tive is expected to confer with 
OEO counsel Clyde Cahill 
in 
regard to the legal steps neces­ 
sary for such a move. 
While (me of the primary rea­ 
sons involved in the proposed 
action is the power 
struggle 
and apparent political interests 
in DAEOC, there are others. 
Dunklin County poverty work­ 
ers have shown displeasure at 
the way local initiative has been 
taken from the county organiza­ 
tion and assumed by the six- 
county board. This involves the 
selection of programs that a 
immunity

The talk of withdrawing from 
the DAEOC has not been lim­ 
ited to Dunklin County. With

been some discussion of drop­ 
ping out of the areawide organi­ 
zation.

Godfrey, 
D-St. Louis, said it was not re­ 
quested in time and ruled the 
voice vote had killed the plan 
for all the county. 
Rep. John Russell,R4^ebanon. 
had requested the roll call vote 
earlier but Godfrey apparently 
forgot the request. 
King insisted on a roll call. 
Godfrey 
hammered with his 
gavel. 
As King persisted, the speak­ 
er called the sergeant-at<arms. 
Godfrey told him to order King 
to sit down and if he refused to 
remove him from the chamber. 
The sergeant-at-arm s, a gen­ 
erally placid man and a form er 
House 
member, 
Orville L . 
Woodward of Farmington, walk­ 
ed slowly toward King's place 
at the back of the c h a m b e r.

LILBOURN - Mrs.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — One 
of the two North Vietnamese 
MIG bases struck by U,S. war 
planes was empty of Communist 
Jets, Pentagon sources said to­ 
day. 
Only four MIGs were on the 
other base bombed by American 
Jets Monday, the sources said. 
Asked about this, a Defense 
Department 
spokesman 
said 
"we won’t know for sure" how 
many Communist jet fighters 
were on the Kep and the Hoa 
Lac bases near Hanoi when they 
were bombed. 
The pilots "said they were too 
busy with their 
missions to 
count/' the spokesman said. 
Because of poor weather, he 
said, there has been no satisfac­ 
tory bomb damage assessm ent 
by reconnaissance planes. 
The spokesman acknowledged 
that the Kep field — which 
sources said was bare of planes 
— has been undergoing exten­ 
sion of its runways. But he in­ 
sisted that despite the construc­ 
tion work, the base 37 miles 
northeast of Hanoi is operation­ 
al. 
Another department spokes­ 
man disputed the report that 
only four MIGs were caught on 
the ground at Hoa Lac, 19 miles 
west of Hanoi. He said he had 
information 
indicating 
there 
might have been a dozen planes 
there. 
In announcing the raids early 
this week, an official spokesman 
in Saigon said that Kep was 
known to have been the base for 
19 or 20 MIGs while Hoa Lac 
was believed to have been the 
home of up to nine planes. This 
woa Lac estim ate has 
been 
raised to about 15. 
Air Force officers in Vietnam 
long have argued for striking 
the MIG bases in the North, 
contending the best way to de­ 
stroy the enemy air force is 
while it is ground-bound, rather 
than taking on the MIGs in the 
air. 
Ii the wake of the Hoa Lac 
and Kep raids, some critics 
complained the American raid­ 
ers should have been allowed to 
take out all MIG bases — par­ 
ticularly the most important one 
at Phuc Yen, some 15 miles 
north of Hanoi. 
Phuc Yen is the base of North 
Vietnam's 
best interceptors, 
the MIG21s, Recent reconnais­ 
sance 
photography 
showed 
roughly 40 MIGs sitting on the 
ground there. 
This represented possibly a 
third of North Vietnam's air 
force, estimated at between 120 
and 150 MIG jets. 
The critics said the effect of 
only bombing Hoa Lac and Kep 
was to alert the enemy to con­ 
centrate 
antiaircraft 
guns 
around the other bases. This, 
they said, could mean heavier 
UJS. losses if the remaining 
fields are attacked. 
Other jet-capable bases are at 
Gia Lan on the outskirts of Ha­ 
noi, Cat Bi near Haiphong and 
at Bai Thuong below Haiphong. 
Bai Thuong was bombed some 
time ago while it was being 
built. 
The Navy raiders who hit Kep 


were challenged by about half a 
dozen MlG17s, older and slower 
models than the MIG21. Two 
were downed by the U.S. at­ 
tackers. 
Secretary of Defense Robert 
S. McNamara said Wednesday a 
longstanding decision against 
bombing the 
MIG fields was 
changed 
because "the MIGs 
have been much more active, 
they engaged our aircraft in air 
combat on several occasions 
and it seem ed w ise, therefore, 
to begin to attack their bases. 
When asked what enemy ac­ 
tivity McNamara was referring 
to, the Defense Department said 
the number of "encounters" 
rose from two involving 
10 
MIGs in February, to six involv­ 
ing 20 MIGs in March, to nine 
involving 39 MIGs in the first 23 
days of April. 
An encounter was defined by 
a spokesman as "when som e­ 
body makes a pass.” 
Pentagon statistics show the 
United States lost three Air 
Force planes to ground fire in 
the 
three weeks before the 
strikes on Hoa Lac and Kep. 
Three UJS. planes were shot 
down in the one day of strikes 
against the MIG bases. 
Just three weeks before Hoa 
Lac and Kep were hit, McNa­ 
mara told a news conference 
the 
then-prevailing 
decision 
against bombing the MIG fields 
was "based on our desire to 
avoid widening the war, to seek 
to obtain our political objective 
with the sm allest possible cost 
in American liv es." 
At the tim e, McNamara dep­ 
recated the effectiveness of the 
MIGs and North Vietnamese 
surface-to-air m issiles, saying 
these weapons had accounted 
for only a sm all percentage of 
UJS. air lo sse s in the North, 
then totaling some 500 planes. 
He added at that time: "We 


think that at least under present 
circum stances, and this belief 
can change as time goes by — 
the loss in U J S .lives will b eless 
if we pursue our present target 
policy than they would ve were 
we to attack those airfields. 
"It is always a balancing of 
gains and lo sses in term s of 
U ^ . lives and U J S . political ob­ 
jectives.” 
Sen. Charles H. Percy,R-IU., 
told The Associated P ress an­ 
nual 
meeting Monday he had 
been assured by both State and 
Defense Departments Friday it 
was against UJS. policy to at­ 
tack the bases.

EXCESSIVE 
POWER SMOTHERS FREEDOM 
It is free man’s duty to stand guard against 
every 
attempt by the forces of organized 
tyranny to expand. 
To carry out this duty 
and to preserve our liberties, it is necessary 
for the free citizen to watch warily 
every 
government, including his own, because every 
government bears within itself the seeds 
of 
tyranny. 
There are many well-meaning people today 
who are 
shocked at the thought that 
free 
Americans should keep a close eye on their 
government. 
Distrust of government was commonplace when 
America was born; it was written into our Bill 
of Rights. 
It arose from hard experience with 
the wiles of tyranny and the nature of man. 
A great deal of history could be written in 
terms of the reasons men have given to justify 
giving more power to government and the re­ 
sults of this grow ing power in use. 
The protection of life, liberty and property 
is government’s sole mandate. That protection 
is achieved in three basic ways: 
first, by 
armea forces to protect national sovereignty; 
second, b} police to defend the citizen against 
criminals among his own 
people; third, 
by 
eo-Jtt 
of isw 
which settle disputes among 
citizens. 
Since tne beginning of governments, men have 
been beguiled by the enormous possibilities 
for greater power arising out of government’s 
monopoly on the ’use of force. 
These opportunities for power were quickly 
seen in the absolute monarchies in which the 
king was a ruler and a god. The absolute power 
he demanded could not be justified in 
the 
person of a mere man; the king had to claim 
divinity in order to get it. 
This was the first 
of the false justifications for almighty govern­ 
ment power. 
It worked for thousands of years. 
Two hundred years ago, the general 
revolt 
against the power of kings began. 
Our own 
American 
Revolution 
was a 
great uprising 
against the power of monarchy. 
Its success 
was so complete it seemed final victory had 
been won over the menace of government power; 
that future generations would need to 
fear 
only foreign invaders. 
However, the wisest of our early leaders - 
Washington, 
Jefferson, 
Adams, 
Franklin - 
warned against this easy optimism. The threat 
to Freedom in every land, they said was per­ 
petual. 
They were tragically correct. The 20th Cen­ 
tury developed a new justification for govern­ 
ment power. 
This new justification is forced 
government benevolence. 
The people, it said, 
cannot care well enough for themselves. The 
government must step in to help them, using 
whatever power may be necessary to that end. 
The new, 20th Century argument for unlimited 
government power would not have fooled Ameri­ 
ca’s founders for a minute. It would 
not fool 
us today if it were not accompanied with the 
idea that we no longer need to distrust govern­ 
ment, because it is in the hands of the people. 
We cannot afford to assume that government, 
with its monopoly of force, will always respect 
our rights and our liberties, unless we are 
ready and eager to defend them. 
The more 
opportunities we give government to abuse its 
powers, the more likely It is that our liberties 
will be destroyed. 
We hope and may even ex­ 
pect that we will always have good men in our 
government. 
But no man is above all tempta­ 
tion: and government power is one of the 


greatest temptations. 
It is sometimes said that modern government 
is too complex and theoretical for the average 
American to understand. 
This was not true 
in 1776. 
Every town 
hall was filled with 
debates among ordinary Americans on the basic 
principles of government. 
The basic truths then are still true today. 
The purpose of government is not rule, but 
protection of life, liberty and property; and the 
use of force is a necessary evil to achieve that 
purpose and no other. 
Much of the excessive power residing in the 
federal government emanates from the re­ 
linquishing of responsibilities on the part 
of 
individual 
states and the citizens of 
those 
states. 
This concession of responsibility and 
resultant increase of government powers oc­ 
curs when states and their citizens refuse to 
solve local problems on the local level. 
In­ 
stead, 
they look to Washington as the great 
unraveler of all problems. 
Government is growing. 
Its mushrooming 
has been so spectacular that we are hardly 
able to comprehend what has happened. 
To­ 
day, more than ever, we need Americans who 
are willing to make sacrifices in the name of 
Freedom and to reevaluate our 
the light of the principles of 
sponsibility.

Richard L. Roudebush (R-Ind.) has called 
attention to some of the “ absurd and far afield” 
grants and federal aid programs in the John­ 
son’s Administration. The Congressman says 
that “ all of these programs, of course have some 
merit and are of interest to some, but we 
should insist at a time when we are involved 
in a major war, with 50,000 casualties suffered 
thus far, and our economy far from solid, that 
spending only for priority items be tolerated.”

- “ $15,000 for preparation of a dictionary of 
popular beliefs and superstitions, in the. field 
of folklore, magic and witchcraft. (Maybe they 
can find some magic way for the taxpayer to 
finance looney government projects such as this.) 
- “ $10,000 to microfilm manuscripts written in 
European monasteries before 1600.

catalogue manuscripts 
from 
Russia, Hungary and Poland.

“ You say that no strike is 
tolerable if, as in this Lycoming 
division plant of AVCO, some 
80 per cent of all helicopter 
engines used in Vietnam 
are 
produced. 
Well, why are 80 
per cent made here? 
Why is 
this the only plant in the land 
making the troop-carrying heli­ 
copter engines? Why is there 
concentration in this one 
in­ 
stallation of the constant speed 
control unit which keeps up the 
rpm 
so 
the 
fighting planes' 
speed never decreases on dives 
and sharp cutaways? 
They've 
got us back under T aft-H art­ 
ley. 
But will T-H stop floods, 
fires, tornadoes? 
Why put all 
that national safety In 
one 
basket?" 
Why indeed? 
Booth says he pulled out his 
people a few weeks ago because 
“ we are following the leader­ 
ship of W alter Reuther and the 
pattern he has set in the auto­ 
motive Industry and which vice- 
president 
Leonard Woodcock 
set in the aerospace industry. 
“ We want protection for our 
people against layoffs, sickness 
and Insecurity, the sam e 
as­ 
surance 
and insurance which 
many 
of our fellow unionists 
have won elsew here - and more 
when they get m o re." 
Then Booth and his colleagues 
fn this New England town made 


a point which should hit the 
White House hard. 
They said 
there ought to be a policy. And 
it should be wrought long be­ 
fore next year. 
For then the 
contracts covering the entire 
aerospace industry expire one 
by one beginning in the early 
sum m er of ‘68. 
Up for battle will be the en­ 
tire com m ercial, m ilitary and 
airc ra ft production, the entire 
space-probing output, all m is­ 
siles, 
and 
trem endous elec­ 
tronic equipment. 
Over 400,- 
000 w orkers will be involved 
once the big Lockheed contract 
expires and the others 
sta rt 
popping. 
And they will strike, just as 
the Stratford Local 1010 Ly­ 
coming Division did. 
Taft- 
Hartley will delay them 
80 
days. But then what? 
The President - incidentally 
facing a tough election cam ­ 
paign - will be confronted by 
two of the nation's most m ili­ 
tant labor chiefs - Roy (a ir­ 
lines and railroads) Siem iller 
of the M achinists and W alter 
Reuther. 
It is standard opera­ 
ting practice for these two men, 
and the alm ost 2.5 million in 
their two unions, to work to­ 
gether in aerospace. 
Already Reuther has 
dis­ 
patched word to Stem tiler, an 
AFL-CIO vice-president, that 
the vendetta with George Meany 
will not divide the m achinists 
and the auto w orkers. 
And the unions which 
have 
struck the airlines, and threaten 
the rails and have hit production 
of other machines of war will 
strike hard - unless there is 
some policy for war and peace 
on the home front. 
It's a cliff-hanger or, as the 
chap 
from 
Stratford once 
said, “o, that a man might 
know the end of this 
day's 
business, ere it com e."

WASHINGTON - The Senate 
Ethics Com m ittee, in its pain­ 
ful duty of disciplining a fellow 
mem ber 
of the club, is now 
straining at a gnat while swal­ 
lowing the cam el. 
It is minimizing the most Im­ 
portant, though most compli­ 
cated tran sg ressio n of 
Sen. 
Thomas J . Dodd — nam ely, us­ 
ing 
his position as a m ember 
of the Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Com m ittee to influence 
A m erican foreign policy in re ­ 
turn for profit. 
Under the Constitution, for­ 
eign policy is conducted by the 
P resident with the “ Advice and 
Consent" of the 
senate. And 
the senate 
has been extrem e­ 
ly zealous, even Irate, when the 
President has not advised, con­ 
sulted, or even kowtowed to it. 
Yet 
the 
senior senator from 
Connecticut 
prosituted 
his 
high position as a member of 
the 
elite 
foreign relations 
com m ittee by serving 
as 
an 
errand boy for a paid German 
agent. 
F urtherm ore, he worked for 
one of the most notorious for­ 
eign agents in the United States, 
Gen. 
Julius 
Klein, the 
well 
known 
Chicago publicity man 
and influence peddler, who was 
bent on steering 
U. S. policy, 
not in the channel where 
the 
President wanted it but where 
Klein wanted it. 
This was far more im por­ 
tant than Dodd's double-bill­ 
ing 
for 
airplane travel, his 
money 
spent 
on liquor, fam­ 
ily vacations, 
repairing 
his 
country home, a daughter's wed­ 
ding, and his manipulation 
of 
testim onial dinners. 
PEACE OR WAR? 
The above a re all deplorable. 
However, they a re easy for 
the public to understand. 
But 
even $170,000 
euchered 
out 
campaign 
funds which the pub­ 
lic can understand 
is peanuts 
com pared with the question of 
peace or w ar. It's also peanuts 
com pared with the amount 
of 
money poured into the United 
States 
every year by West 
Germ an Industrialists through 
Gen. Julius Klein to mold Am er­ 
ican foreign policy. Klein was 
paid $150,000 a year com pared 
with Dodd's profit of $170,000 
over four years. 
Klein 
saw to it that in every 
m ajor election the money rolled 
in to support senators who could 
do later what West Germany 
wanted. Both the German 
in­ 
d u strialists and 
the German 
government watched the Am er­ 
ican 
election 
returns 
more 
carefully than they watched the 
sum m er m aneuvers of the Red 
arm y. 
In 1960, they bet heavily on 
Nixon by contributing 
to Re­ 
publican candidates. Then, dur­ 
ing the last th ree weeks, they 
began hedging th eir bets. Fig­ 
uring Kennedy was going to win, 
they began funnel ing money to 
support him. 
Much of 
this 
money 
was handled by the fast- 
talking Gen. Julius Klein. 
Klein is a Republican, but he 
had also endeared him self 
to 
various D em ocrats through the 
sim ple technique 
of 
p e rsis­ 
tency — and 
cash. He used to 
get on the telephone, and in 
Ills usual sem i • m ysterious 
m anner, 
ask: “ is it ail right 
for me to talk over the tele­ 


phone?" then he would proceed 
to tick off his 
contributions. 
“ I put $500 on senator so and 
so. I put $500 behind Senator 
Blank. You can have more when­ 
ever you need it." 
But what he did not say was 
that he was recording their con­ 
versation three 
ways — two 
on tape, 
one on a disc. 
He 
wanted 
an airtight record of 
his contributions 
to be used 
on pay - off day. 


KLEIN PATSY 
But Tom Dodd was the best 
of all senate patsies. F irst he 
was a m em ber of the foreign 
relations com m ittee. Second he 
had been a war crim es prosecu- 
te r of the 
Nazis 
at N urem ­ 
berg. Third, he was the most 
active m em ber of the Senate 
Internal 
Security 
Com mittee 
with the power to subpoena and 
cro ss • examine alleged Com­ 
munists and thus em phasize the 
alleged Communist danger to 
Germany. 
The service which Sen. Dodd 
rendered to his friend and bene­ 
factor Julius Klein was 
not 
m erely that of going to West 
Germany 
to rescue K lein's 
publicity fees after the Senate 
Foreign Relations Com mittee 
investigated them . F ar more 
im portant, the Dodd - Klein 
Axis 
was able to keep A m eri­ 
can foreign policy on a course 
of retaining U.S. troops in G er­ 
many, worrying about Red arm y 
aggression and building 
up 
Germ an arm am ent long after 
this policy was up for official 
revision. 
Sen. Mike 
Mansfield, 
t h e 
Dem ocratic 
leader, 
for 
in­ 
stance, has made speech after 
speech urging that U. S .tro o p s 
be curtailed in Germany. This, 
however, went directly contrary 
to the Klein policy, because his 
big West 
Germany industrial 
clients wanted 
big arm am ent. 
So 
the Klein policy won out. 
Only this month are we begin­ 
ning to bring home 
a token 
number of troops. 
P resident 
Johnson advised 
the editor of Quick Magazine 
in the spring of 1964 that G er­ 
many should allay Russian sus­ 
picions, try to secure Russian 
cooperation. The late Chancel­ 
lor Adenauer advised the sam e 
thing one year la te r. 
But 
the 
Klein policy 
was 
just the opposite. He was paid 
$150,000 
a year to keep sus­ 
picion stirre d up between Rus­ 
sian and 
Germ any. And 
his 
senate 
m issions, led by Tom 
Dodd, helped him do It. 
As of today, President John­ 
son has com pletely 
changed 
Am erican 
foreign policy. He 
is trying to build bridges be­ 
tween 
East and W est. He be­ 
lieves that the 
chief hope for 
world peace is cooperation be­ 
tween the w orld's two greatest 
nuclear pow ers - the USA and 
USSR. He is trying to persuade 
Germany to sign a treaty to pre­ 
vent 
the proliferation of Nu­ 
clear weapons, but 
Germany 
Is one of the nations which are 
now blocking agreem ent. 
So it looks as if the old seeds 
of suspicions 
and non- coop­ 
eration, which Tom Dodd and 
Gen. Julius Klein sowed 
so 
successfully, were still grow­ 
ing and cannot be killed over­ 
night.

THE ART OF SALAD MAKING 
With the approaching season 
of fresh vegetables 
and re a­ 
sonable 
prices 
for 
them in 
the m arkets, we can look for­ 
ward to many attractive salads. 
Fresh crisp greens are nec­ 
essary for salad making suc­ 
cess. 
Select 
the best quality 
available, clean and refrig er­ 
ate them as soon as possible. 
Remove 
any 
wilted 
parts 
from salad greens, then wash 
well in lukewarm water. No, it 
won’t wilt them and is 
best 
for thorough cleaning. 
After 
washing, drain and 
pat 
dry. 
Greens must 
be 
thoroughly 
dry for attractive salads. 
To separate head lettuce into 
cups, cut out the core and hold 
the opening under cold running 
water until the 
leaves 
are 
forced apart. 
Store cleaned salad greens in 
the 
refrigerator 
vegetable- 
crisper or plastic bag to chill 
and crisp. 
Wash parsley, 
w atercress, 
or mint as directed above, but 
store in a tightly 
covered 
container. 
For a more interesting tex­ 
ture and appearance, tear the 
salad 
greens 
into 
bit 
size 
pieces. 
Do not put salt or salad d re ss­ 
ing on a salad until just before 
serving. If salt

is put on too early, the salad will 
be wilted and soggy.

1/2 teaspoon black pepper 
1/2 teaspoon paprika 
1 tablespoon grated onion or 
one cut clove garlic 
Shake well. Chill. Shake just 
before serving.

their

Even today - a century after 
their bigoted 
neighbors

nullified the concert of freedom 
to worship - they cling to their 
code of conduct and their mode

come established on the shores 
of Great Salt Lake, some

The 
others, cast 
in dissenters' roles,

for years without strong sense 
of leadership or identity. 
Yet we in the Mid-South know 
Saints; they have churches in 
Memphis; paired young 
m is­ 
sionaries have 
painted houses 
and built 
barns 
and worked 
crops 
for 
subsistence wages 
while 
preaching their gosepl 
in this 
region, and 
on 
the 
whole 
we have found them to 
be dedicated men reflecting a 
high degree of integrity. 
It is of note also that 
the 
Mormons, whether in Utah or 
elsewhere, insist on raring for 
their own poor; for the most part 
they 
are thrifty, industrious 
solvent people, 
and prefer to 
do for themselves rather than 
ask others to do for them.

sister-in-law 
was 
the pro­ 
spective 
employe, 
voted 
“ yes.” 
Anderson 
said 
article VII, 
section 6 of the constitution of 
Missouri provides that 
any 
public officer or employe who 
appoints or employs 
a rela­ 
tive shall forfeit his office. 
Anderson said it will be seen 
from the reading of Missouri 
law that a director of a school 
board, who casts 
a 
vote 
in 
favor of hiring an 
individual, 
to whom he is 
related 
vio­ 
lates the 
restrictions 
con­ 
tained in the 
constitutional 
provision. 
He said under the law of this 
state and the provisions of the 
constitution, the director's ac­ 
tion in voting in favor of the 
hiring of his relative is an ex­ 
press and positive action and 
hence constitutes a violation, 
and would become 
subject to 
ouster.

There is an oldsaying, up here 
in the hills, that by April a man 
has earned spring. 
He 
has 
bought and paid for it by putting 
up with a New England winter. 
We seldom make much 
fuss 
about the price though there 
are days, along in late Feb­ 
ruary and early March, when 
we wonder if there shouldn’t 
be a slight discount, the way 
there used to be when one paid 
cash for a car. 
But we have made our 
deal 
and we stick to it, and finally 
we get spring, clear and paid 
for, and we can walk out across 
our pastureland and our fields 
and know we are square with 
the world and the year. 
It 
is a good feeling. 
Spring, of course, is not all 
April showers and blue skies 
and flocks of robins fresh from 
the South and shouting “ Halle­ 
lujah!” 
Sometimes it 
is the 
peepers yelping loudly in 
the 
bog land one warm afternoon and 
ice on the pools and snow in 
the air the next morning. But 
it is the knowledge, the 
cer­ 
tainty, that the snow won’t stay 
on the ground very long and the 
peepers will be out again by the 
end of the week, celebrating 
life and hollering for mates. 
It is more daylight than dark­ 
ness for the first time 
since 
Thanksgiving, and the daylight 
lengthening day by day. 
Maybe those scientists 
are 
right. 
With so much of the 
country now urbanized, maybe 
we can no longer afford win­ 
ter. 
But that crisis is past, for this 
year at least. 
It is spring, bj 
the calendar and the almanac 
and even by the sun, and wt 
probably won’t have any more 
paralyzing snowstorms, for an­ 
other eight or nine months. The 
next thing on the schedule 
is 
floods. 
With water shortages 
all over the Northeast, and else­ 
where, the melting snow and the 
spring rains will run off all the 
parking fields and shopping cen­ 
ters and super-highways and all 
the stripped and bulldozed hill­ 
sides and go boiling down 
the 
stream s to the sea instead of 
soaking 
into the 
ground and 
filling the reservoirs. By June 
and July we hear the cries of 
thirst and water shortage again. 
If it isn’t one thing, it’s some­ 
thing else. 
Winter is too cold 
and too snowy. Summer is too 
hot and too dry. 
Maybe we 
can’t afford summer either. 
But summer is coming, sure 
as sunrise. 
With April here, 
there will be no stopping May. 
Pussy willows are out and be­ 
ginning to show traces of yellow 
pollen on their silvery fur. The 
red osier stems are blood-red 


and the weeping willow 
withes 
look as though they were pulsing 
with clover honey. A big block 
of migrant robins was in my 
home pasture the other morning 
and 
the red-wing blackbirds 
have been o-ka-leeing in 
the 
trees along the river the past 
two weeks. 
I saw a woodchuck last week. 
I wanted to ask him where lie 
was on Candlemas Day, but 
he wasn’t in the 
mood for an 
interview. 
I know what 
his 
answer would have been, though: 
“ Are you kidding?” 
That old marmot, who has been 
using the same den for the past 
five years, has his own solution 
for 
winter. 
His 
ancestors 
worked it out, eons ago. 
He 
goes to sleep and ignores it. 
Why anyone ever started the 
rumor that the woodchuck would 
have anything worth 
listening 
to to say about winter is be­ 
yond 
me. 
About spring and 
summer, yes, and even about 
fall. If Groundhog Day came in 
October and forecast the lie- 
ginning rather than the end of 
winter, I might put some cre­ 
dence in it. In February he is 
almost 
as 
comatose 
as 
a 
steamed clam. 
But when I saw him the other 
day he was fully alive and look­ 
ing for food. 
The air waf 
balmy, the sky was blue as a 
blonde baby’s eyes, and 
a 
pileated 
w o o d p e c k e r 
was 
pounding out a lovesong on 
a 
dead popple up in the woods. 
Millstone brook was chattering, 
a patch of celandine was green 
as grass, and the pasture grass 
was beginning to show first 
signs of life at the root. 
Here in the dooryard the pur­ 
ple crocuses were in bloom - 
the field mice seem to 
have 
found and eaten all the yellow 
ones, though how they can sort 
them out by color by tasting 
the corms is beyond me - and 
the 
first hungry bees 
were 
swarming all over them. Chick­ 
adees that mobbed me a month 
ago, 
begging 
for 
sunflower 
seeds, were flitting about the 
top twigs of the apple 
trees 
twittering like lovesick swains, 
which half of them no doubt 
were. 
I went out to the 
vegetable 
garden plot and got a fork to see 
if the frost was out of 
the 
ground, if I could open up a row 
for early peas. 
In the open 
there was a flinty layer 
of 
frost a few inches down, but 
where I had dumped leaves from 
the maples last October, to work 
into the soil this spring, 
the 
fork went down easily. Leaves 
make a good insulator. 
It 
wasn’t where I wanted to plant 
the peas, but I turned over a 
few forkfuls just to smell the 
soil.

An increase in international 
surface and airm ail rates will 
go into 
effect Monday 
acting 
Postm aster Ewart Taylor an­ 
nounced today. 
The new rates will not apply 
to mailings for members of the 
arm ed forces overseas.

mestic postage rates are ap­ 
plicable 
to 
mail 
addressed 
through APC^s and FTC/s. 
The rate increases 
for both 
surface 
and airm ail -- aver­

1 per 
cent were con­ 
firmed March 1. The 
depart­ 
ment explained that they 
were 
needed to help offset a deficit 
of $16 million in international 
mail operations. 
Information on the new rates

This will be the first general 
increase in international rates 
since July of 1961.

Chapala, Mexico - About 
10 
m iles west of this lake shore 
town is the village of San Juan 
Cosala. 
San Juan has a repu­ 
tation for catching sm all fish 
and being a town that isn’t. 
There are no public buildings 
in the little place because 
it 
is part of the municipality of 
Jocotepec, farther west. 
San Juan has a population 
of 
around 3,000. But it has some 
luxurious 
homes that belong 
to wealthy Mexican fam ilies 
who visit on weekends 
or 
during vacations. 
A town that is purely resi­ 
dential except for the charal 
fishing and the term al health 
springs. 
In the early morning hours 
the San Juan Cosala fisherm en 
take their big fiber nets 
to 
Lake Chapala and bring in loads 
of charals. 
This being a tiny 
fish about the size of an an­ 
chovy. 
And you probably eat 
them dried with your 
beer 
around this region. 
The jlllions of charals 
are 
spread on the ground, generally 
beside the highway, 
to dry. 
The fisherm en lay them in piles 
a foot or so wide and yards and 
yards long to dry. 
Automobiles som etim es run 
over the fish piles. And som e­ 
tim es burros tread cautiously 
on them walking beside the road. 
This is an industry said to 
date back to before the tim e 
of the Spaniards. 
It takes four men to operate 
a net. 
Som etim es they string 
it just offshore from a canoe 
and pull it in by hand. 
Other 
tim es they go farth er out and 
haul the nets in with 
canoe 
power. 
But the little fish are always 
there. 
And you find a 
big 
com m ercial demand for them . 
I imagine the Spaniards ate 
them when they came to this 
region and planted the flag on 
a hill top. In the King’s nam e. 
“ Son,” 
the Spanish captain 
no doubt told the boss fish er­ 
man, “ bring us around a few 
trays of those tasty little dried 
fish and you might include som e 
cold 
beer. 
We have 
had a 
rough walk out here 
from 
G uadalajara.” 
Then the Spaniards hung their 
arm or on some bushes and took 
a dip in the therm al springs. 
There is a newly opened spa 
on the eastern side of 
San 
Juan Cosala. It pours hot w ater 
into a large swimming pool 
and fills several soaking tubs 
for visitors. 
Admission is 64 cents 
for 
adults and 32 for children. They 
are planning a hotel for 
the 
near future. 
A te£racei b ar 
„ and ,m odern dressing 
room s 
have been built. 
This is in the heart of re­ 
tirem ent country for 
this 
region. 
Chapala is a 
big 
lake (65 m iles long and about 
2 0 m iles wide) with a number 
of gorgeous little towns around 
its shores. 


The town of Chapala has 
an 
A m erican Legion post 
num­ 
bering 
about 2 0 0 m em bers. 
Drug sto res, 
food 
m arkets 
and golf courses. 
An A m eri­ 


can Society 
flourishes here. 
The re tire e s live in the vil­ 
lages along the lake 
shore 
and make Chapala their head­ 
quarters. 
I would venture a 
guess that San Juan Cosala 
will grow and pick 14) a 
fair 
size retired population. 
The village is old and quiet. 
But you can sit and look at 
the bougainvillea, cedar, palm , 
mango, papays, banana and avo­ 
cado trees and listen to

birds sing. 
And of course eat piles 
of 
charal. 
Some that have been

That is the

industry around here although 
the hot springs are coming up 
fast.

Clayton, tried to get a roll call 
vote on a substitute bill to allow 
sale of liquor by the drink in all 
unincorporated areas of St. 
Louis County. 
Speaker James 12. Godfrey, 
D-St. Louis, said it was not re­ 
quested in time and ruled the 
voice vote had killed the plan 
for all the county. 
Rep. John Russell, R^ebanon 
had requested the roll call vote 
earlier but Godfrey apparently 
forgot the request. 
King insisted on a roll call. 
Godfrey hammered with his 
gavel. 
As King persisted, the speak­ 
er called the sergeant-at-arms. 
Godfrey told him to order King 
to sit down and if he refused to 
remove him from the chamber.

"I hope m em bers of Congress 
will stop, look, and listen before 
they m arch down this blind al­ 
ley,*' Johnson said. "It is a time 
of testing for American educa­ 
tion. 
"T he gains we have made so 
far are only the beginning. We 
must build on them . But we 
must 
not lose all we have 
gained by this rock 'ess effort to 
rew rite our laws for partisan 
political advantage.” 
Johnson ordered out a heli­ 
copter for a flight from the 
White House grounds to and 
from the school. In addition to 
the speech, he arranged a visit 
to Cosmetology, printing and 
data processing classroom s. 
In the address, Johnson re­ 
viewed the history and progress 
of vocational education in this 
country, and advances in the 
broader field of general educa­ 
tion as w ell. 
Twenty years were spent in 
congress battling for a break­ 
through that has seen great in­ 
cre ase s in federal aid for educa­ 
tion and training, Johnson said. 
One reason Johnson chose to 
visit the Crossland Vocational 
Center was that this year m arks 
the 
50th anniversary of the 
Smith-Hughes Act of 1917 set­ 
ting up what he called "the first 
great charter for vocational 
education.” 
Now, Johnson said, "T here is 
another 
im portant 
national 
goal: that every young Am eri­ 
can shall obtain as much educa­ 
tion as he wants — as much 
training as he can absorb and 
use.** 
Johnson said there must be 
help for a million students who 
drop out of school every year, 
and the transition from school 
to work must be smoothed. 
The GOP proposal would allo­ 
cate 
the 
money 
differently 
among the states, with some of 
the 
big 
N orthern industrial 
states such as New York, Cali­ 
fornia and Illinois losing and 
sm aller states gaining funds. 
While the adm inistration bill 
is based on the number of poor 
people in each school d istrict, 
the Republican m easure would 
leave aid distribution to each 
sta te 's discretion, except that 
half of the money would have to 
go for educationally deprived 
children. 
Complicating the problem for 
adm inistration forces are the 
H ouse's 50 to 60 Southern Demo­ 
c ra ts who favor le ss federal 
control over the funds—specifi­ 
cally regulations relating to ra ­ 
cial 
integration of recipient 
school d istric ts. 


But Democratic leaders be­ 
lieve the m ore partisan the bat­ 
tle gets, the better chance they 
liave to keep Southern Demo­ 
crat defections at a minimum. 
The 
Republican 
proposal, 
sponsored by Rep. Albert H. 
Quie of Minnesota, has raised 
once again the church-state is­ 
sue that plagued education bills 
for years. 
Catholic 
leaders are con­ 
cerned that private schools — 
mainly parochial — would be 
left out in the cold under the 
Quie proposal. They trooped up 
to Capitol Hill ea rlier this week 
to meet with the Republicans 
and w ere reassured — but not 
convinced.

w ere on the Kep and the Hoa 
Lac bases near Hanoi when they 
were bombed. 
The pilots "said they w ere too 
busy with their 
m issions to 
count,” the spokesman said. 
Because of poor w eather, he 
said, there has been no satisfac­ 
tory bomb damage assessm ent 
by reconnaissance planes. 
The spokesman acknowledged 
that the Kep field — which 
sources said was bare of planes 
— has been undergoing exten­ 
sion of its runways. But he in­ 
sisted that despite the construc­ 
tion work, the base 37 m iles 
northeast of Hanoi is operation­ 
al. 
Another departm ent spokes­ 
man disputed the report that 
only four MIGs were caught on 
the ground at Hoa Lac, 19 m iles 
west of Hanoi. He said he had 
inform ation 
indicating 
there 
might have been a dozen planes 
there. 
In announcing the raids early 
this week, an official spokesman 
in Saigon said that Kep was 
known to have been the base for 
19 or 20 MIGs while Hoa Lac 
was believed to have been the 
home of up to nine places. This 
Woa Lac estim ate has 
been 
raised to about 15. 
Air Force officers in Vietnam 
long have argued for striking 
the MIG bases in the N orth, 
contending the best way to de­ 
stroy the enemy a ir force is 
while it is ground-bound, rather 
than taking on the MIGs in the 
a ir. 
Ii the wake of the Hoa Lac 
and Kep raid s, some critics 
complained the Am erican raid­ 
ers should have been allowed to 
take out all MIG bases — p ar­ 
ticularly the most im portant one 
at Phuc Yen, some 15 m iles 
north of Hanoi. 
Phuc Yen is the base of North 
Vietnam 's 
best interceptors, 
the MIG21s. Recent reconnais­ 
sance 
photography 
shoved 
roughly 40 MIGs sitting on the 
ground th ere. 
This represented possibly a 
third of North V ietnam 's air 
force, estim ated at between 120 
and 150 MIG jets. 
The critic s said the effect of 
only bombing Hoa Lac and Kep 
was to alert the enemy to con­ 
centrate 
antiaircraft 
guns 
around the other bases. This, 
they said, could mean heavier 
UJS. lo sses if the rem aining 
fields are attacked. 
Other jet-capable bases a re at 
Gia Lan on the outskirts of Ha­ 
noi, Cat Bi near Haiphong and 
at Bai Thuong below Haiphong. 
Bai Thuong was bombed some 
tim e ago while it was being 
built. 
The Navy raid ers who hit Kep 


were challenged by about half a 
dozen MIG17s, older and slower 
models than the MIG21. Two 
were downed by the U-S. at­ 
tackers. 
Secretary of Defense Robert 
S. McNamara said Wednesday a 
longstanding decision against 
bombing the 
MIG fields was 
changed 
l>ecause 
"the 
MIGs 
have been much m ore active, 
they engaged our airc ra ft in air 
combat on several occasions 
and it seem ed wise, therefore, 
to begin to attack their b ases.” 
When asked what enemy ac­ 
tivity McNamara was referring 
to, the Defense Departm ent said 
the numlier of "encounters” 
rose from two involving 10 
MIGs In February, to six involv­ 
ing 20 MIGs in M arch, to nine 
involving 39 MIGs in the first 23 
days of April. 
An encounter was defined by 
a spokesman as "when som e­ 
body m akes a p a ss." 
Pentagon statistics show the 
United States lost three Air 
Force planes to ground fire in 
the 
three weeks before the 
strik es on Hoa Lac and Kep. 
Three U.S. planes w ere shot 
down in the one day of strikes 
against the MIG bases. 
Just three weeks before Hoa 
Lac and Kep w ere hit, McNa­ 
m ara told a news conference 
the 
then-prevailing 
decision 
against bombing the MIG fields 
was "based on our d esire to 
avoid widening the w ar, to seek 
to obtain our political objective 
with the sm allest possible cost 
in Am erican liv es.” 
At the tim e, M cNamara dep­ 
recated the effectiveness of the 
MIGs and North Vietnamese 
surface-to-air m issiles, saying 
these weapons had accounted 
for only a sm all percentage of 
U.S. a ir losses in the North, 
then totaling some 500 planes. 
He added at that tim e: "We 


think that at least under present 
circum stances, and this belief 
can cliange as tim e goes by — 
the loss in U ^ .liv es will be less 
if w* pursue our present target 
policy than they would be were 
we to attack those airfields. 
"It Is always a lulancing of 
gains and losses in term s of 
UjS. lives and U £ . political ob­ 
jectives.” 
Sen. C harles H. P ercy,R -Ill., 
told The Associated P re ss an­ 
nual 
meeting Monday he had 
been assured by both State and 
Defense Departm ents Friday it 
was against UJS. policy to at­ 
tack the bases. 
Percy said then that he was 
told by the Pentagon the North 
Vietnamese 
MIGs 
do 
not 
present a serious threat to UJS. 
bom bers. 
A State Department spokes­ 
man said Wednesday "that in­ 
form ation was given to Sen. 
P ercy 's office by an officer of 
the departm ent and it was given 
in good faith at the tim e.” 
The Pentagon lias not yet re ­ 
sponded to an inquiry for a 
comment on the Percy state­ 
ment.
